This law has been in effect since 
1906. Total gross receipts from the 
California National Forests in the 
last fifteen years amount to §4,610,- 
000. Of this amount, under the law 
mentioned, $1,116,000 has gone back 
to the offers of the counties. 

In addition to this, in 1913 Con- 
grees stipulated that an additional 
10 per cent of the gross receipts 
should be used by the Forest Service 
in the construction of roads and 
trails within the forests. The 
amount so epent since that time to- 
tals $351,000. 

From the regular annual Con- 
gressional appropriation for perma- 
nent improvements on the National 
Forest——-tralls, telephone lines, pas- 
tures, etc.—-there has been spent in 
California in the last fifteen years a 
tutal of $1,100,000. 

Fully forty-five men, including su- 
pervisors deputies, ranges and 
various temporary employees, are 
workers of the government in Se- 
quoi National Forest during the 
fire season.

“The rise of the featured pro- 
ducer has given the public an im- 
pression that good directors are 
about the rarest things in captivity,” 
continues Mr. De Mille. “That idea 
is entirely correct. Real directors 
are exceedingly rare, but not quite 
so rare as good scenario writers. 

“Scenario writing is the hardest 
form of literary or artistic labor. It 
is much harder than novel writing 
or stage composition. That may 
seem most surprising to many of 
the folks who have studied motion 
pictures superficially and who feel 
that they can write stories just as 


they see on the screen.

census that Los Angeles county, in the ten 
years from 1910 to 1920 was first in the pro- 
duction of crops and first in the ¥ of 
farm property of all the thousands of coun- 
‘ties in the Union. This is an honor which 
properly crowns the wonderful achievements 


of Southern California's richest county dur) 


ing the last decade. It is likely that when 
farmers of humid and intermountain sec 
tions heard the news from the census 
bureau there was no general surprise, but 
that expressions like “I,expected i,” were 
made. In fact, Los Angeles county set such 
a pace in agricultural development twenty 
years ago that no other county in the United 
States actually hopes to top it in the value 
of crops or farm equipment. The value of 
crops in Los Angeles county increased nearly 
400 per cent in the decade.

He casts about for a 
position that will him in a little 
money, hoping thereby to get a start. There 
may be open a civil service position toward 
passing the examination for which he can. 
make direct use of his training; there may 
be such need of a man in some county 
agent's office or farm bureau, where, though | 
@ man of experience is wanted, a man of 
training may qualify; there may be work 
with some agricultural journal whereby his 
literary abilities may find an outlet. But 
there is only one main line in agriculture, 
namely, miaking the soil produce. The stu- 
dent has been sidetracked and the switch 
engine has been the college training. 


In discussing this state of affairs with one 
of my professors, he argued that a man ob, 
his practical experieace in the course 
of his work (especially in the agricultural 
extension work) and that in the process he | 
came to be able to fill the need. Very well 
from the man’s standpoint—he becomes 
able to hold his position. But what qvalfiy 
of service does he render? The fact re- 
mains he does not know first hand whereof 
he deals.

HIMALAYA BLACKBERRY 
NEEDS TO BE CURBED. 


You are missing something worth while, . if 
you are growing a home garden and have 
grown a Giant Himalaya blackberry 
vine, says Miss N. I. Harvey of Los 
She has grown many kinds of fruits and 
vegetables in her back yard at 852 West 
Fifty-second street, and says none have 
given her more satisfaction than this berry 
vine; not alone for the fruit it has pro 
duced, but also for its beauty. It is never 
an unsightly thing, and during its bearing 
season is a thing of beauty. It is on a trel- 
lis a few feet from her back door and every- 
one who seés it praises the beautiful trellis. 
The foliage stays green an@ pretty the year 
around, and while bearing, the pretty white 
blossoms, the little green berries. and the 
large ripe blackberries make a heavy cover- 
ing that is appealing to the eye as well as 
to the appetite. 
“These berries are the largest and best I 
have ever eaten,” says Miss Harvey, “and 
they continue to bear after other berries 
have ceased producing. My vine began to 
bear in June, and on New Year's Day I 
gathered something like a pint of large, 
juicy berries. This variety is excellent for 
canning, as_ the 
sweet and quite firm. 
“Ordinary loam soil will suffice for their 
culture, but the Himalaya is a hard drinker, 
and if you cannot give it plenty of water 
and e care, do not try one of these vines, 
for if it is neglected to a certain degree, it 
a pest. I know of no vine that can 


grow them as fast as this one can. Forty 
feet in one season is sometimes the growth 
of these runners. 

“As soon as I gather the last from 
a branch, I cut that branch off, I am al- 
ways after the long runners. They have but 
few leaves so they devote all their strength 
and effort to length. These runners and the 
branches that have borne their crop of fruit 
must be cut away if you want the vine to 
continue
